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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES AND LIBRARIAN OF 
THE GRIFFIN PUBLIC LIBRARY AND MUSEUM. 


To the citizens of Auburn: 


The library has been open for distribution and receiving of 
books every Saturday afternoon during the past year. Num- 
ber of volumes delivered 1352, or an average of 26 per week. 
Largest number in one day 62. The continuation of books 
catalogued makes the number Soz. Seventy have been added 
by purchase; the last ten numbers: were given by Mrs. C. J. 
Estey, Mrs. A. D. Emery, Miss Celia Eaton and J. P. Chase. 
Mrs. oe L. Foss donated The Ladies’ Home Journal, and 
Miss Estey The Ladies’ World, for the year 1898. The 
library continues to take the Granite Monthly Magazine. Odd 
numbers of magazines have been given by Mrs. Dr. Babbitt 
and Mr. John E. White. 

The demand for fiction exceeds the call for all other read- 
ing, but the effort which has been made to circulate works of 
history, biography and travels has created quite a demand for 
those books. A large number of our people have been bene- 
fited by the library and museum. 

It will be necessary to have 16 volumes rebound very soon, 
and $5.00 has been reserved for that purpose. We regret 
that the good care which the majority give the books cannot 
be accredited to all patrons. 

No repairs have been made except those occasioned by the 
library and museum rooms being broken into in May, at which 
time a leather pocket-book, old coins and Confederate scrip 
bearing the autograph of G. G. Griffin were taken from a 
show-case, and soon after found under the South Road school 
house in Candia.

family record (1770), Miss Celia Eaton; ancient jug, Mrs. J. 
P. Chase; old plough, James B. McKinley.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


To THE CITIZENS OF AUBURN: 


The School Board respectfully submit the following re- 
port: 


The number of pupils registered is 112; boys, 50; girls 
62. 

Seven different schools have been maintained in town the 
past year. Three terms were taught in Nos 1, 3,5 and 8; 
two terms in Nos. 2,6 and 7. A third term was commenced 
in No. 7, but owing to bad traveling it closed at the end of 
two weeks. Arrangements were made for a winter term in 
No. 6, but it was found that a sufficient number would not 
attend to maintain a school with profit. All except three pu- 
pils who had previously attended No. 2 school were accom- 
modated at the village and No. | 

The financial report shows that nine dollars were paid 
Alice Hall (the only pupil in No. 4) for schooling the sum- 
mer term, and the board offered to pay tuition to make the 
amount mentioned equal to the averaye expense for each en- 
rolled scholar. 

Eight different teachers have been employed; five were 
teachers of previous experience, four having taught in town 
with good success. I think that we can truthfully report that 
the entire number have shown marked evidence of diligence 
and faithfulness in their work. 

The greatest improvement in reading was made in Nos. 6, 
8 and the village school. 

Through the united efforts of teachers and pupils in No. 6 
a flag was purchased and unfurled to the breeze at the close 
of the summer term. 

The names of nearly half of the number attending school 
are on the Roll of Honor, and twelve. others have a very good 
record. The best attendance for the year was in No. 8. 

Parents should manifest an interest in school by frequent 
visits, and becoming acquainted with those who instruct their 
children. Your presence will encourage and stimulate both 
teacher and pupils to do better work. There is an impres- 
sion that seems to prevail among many that it is only neces- 
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sary, in order to have a good school, to hire a good teacher. 
That is a great mistake. To have a good school many things 
are necessary ; but three are indispensable—a good teacher, 
orderly and studious pupils, and parents who will aid and 
sustain the teacher and encourage.the pupils to do their best. 
The school houses in Nos. 2,3 and 6 have been painted 
outside, and No. 8 has been painted inside. The school-room 
in No. 1 has a new floor, also a new stove and chairs. 

In closing this report we will say that in all our school work 
we have acted conscientiously, impartially and without per- 
sonal interest; and if we have failed to meet the approval of 
all, we have done what we considered for the best and great- 
est good of our schools.
